RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  steady- 
to  250  higher  for  the  week  at  midwest  terminals. 
Trends  on  slaughter  cows  were  steady  to  750 
higher.     Feeder     cattle  and  calves  sold  steady- 
to  strong,  instances  500    higher.     Barrows  and 
gilts  advanced  $1.00-2.25  over  the  Corn  Belt 
under  the     influence  of  reduced  numbers.     Sows 
were  5O0-$2.OO  higher.     Sheep  and  lamb  receipts 
were  rather  small  and  slaughter  lambs  closed 
5O0-$1.OO  higher    for  the  week. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE    AND  CALVES  -    Receipts 
were  fairly  liberal  on  Monday  and  prices     for 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  declined.  Modest 
marketings  for  the  remainder  of  the  week  sparked 
a  rally  that  erased  early  declines.     Nearly  50 
percent     of  the  twelve  market  salable  supply 
arrived  for  Monday's  trade.     The  week's  volume 
of  slaughter  steers     and  heifers  sold  out  of 
first  hands  at  the  7  markets     totaled  111,684 
compared  with  111,772  the  previous  week  and 
126,314  a  year  earlier. 

Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  ended  up  the 
week  steady  to  250  higher.     Heifers  continued 
to  sell  on  par  with  comparable  grade  steers  and 
on  occasions  steers    were  purchased  to  fill 
regular  heifer  orders.     Continued  small  supplies 
and  a  25-500  higher  carlot  cow  beef  trade 
pushed  prices  on  slaughter  cows  to  the  highest 
level     of  the     year.     Trends  for  the  week 
ranged  from  steady  to  750  higher  at  terminal 
markets.     Bulls  were  steady  to  500  higher  and 
vealers  were  unchanged.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Mid -June 
marketings  of  feeder  cattle     and  calves  at  mid- 
west terminal  markets  were  small  to  moderate 
in  volume  and  as  usually  is  the     case  at  this 
time  of  year,  over-all  quality  of  the  season- 
ally limited  supplies  was  considerably  lower 
than  that  which  is  seen  during  the  height  of 
the  fall  marketing  season.     Good  and  Choice 
grades  predominated  but  very  few  were  above 
average  Choice  and  a  moderate  percent  of 
supplies  consisted  of  Medium  and  low-Good 
kinds.     Slaughter  cattle  prices     have  been  high- 
ly irregular  but  on  the  whole  have  trended  low- 
er during  the  past  few  weeks,     but  even  so  are 


substantially    higher  than  a  year  ago.     Conse- 
quently, there  has  been  a  fairly  dependable  de- 
mand for  cattle  to  immediately  go  into    drylot 
even  though  buyers  generally  have  been  inclined 
to  proceed  cautiously.    At  the  same  time,  al- 
though nearly  25  percent  of  this  year' s  normal 
grazing  season  is  already  gone,  there  still 
existed  moderate  demand  for  cattle    to    utilize 
grass.     Thus,  trading  was  fairly  active  on  the 
limited  numbers  marketed  with  prices  generally 
steady  to  strong,  instances  500  higher.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Barrows  and  gilts 
were  $1.25-2.25  higher  than  the     previous  week's 
close,   sows  5O0-$2.OO  higher.    With  the  advance, 
prices  moved  to  the  highest  level  since     January. 
The  combination  of  short  supplies  and  higher 
dressed  pork  prices  were  the  bullish  factors. 
The  supply  reduction  came  when  several  week' s 
of  rainy  weather  subsided,  and  enabled  farmers 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  on  field  opera- 
tions. As  a  result,  the  movement  of  marketable 
hogs  reflected  the  smallest  five-day  run  at  the 
twelve  markets  for  any  like     period  since  last 
September.     Sows  comprised  between    7     and     17 
percent  of  the  run  at  most  markets  and     25     per- 
cent at  St.  Paul.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Supplies  of  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
in  the  Boston  market  continued  small.   There  was 
a  good  demand  for  spot  54s  fleeces  but  supply 
was  restricted.   Prices  held  steady.  A  limited 
supply  of  scoured  pulled  wools  sold  at  firm 
rates  and  small  lots  of  noils  held  steady. 

Range  sales  included  small  lots  in  the 
Territory  states  and  12  months  wool  buying  in 
Texas.   Although  heavy  rain  delayed  shearing  in 
parts  of  the  fleece  states,  there  were  occa- 
sional sales  of  medium  fleeces  at  steady  prices. 

The  Australian  auction  at  Adelaide  was 
firm  with  Japan,  England,  the  Continent  and 
local  industry  active  and  competition  keen.   Se- 
lection was  poor.   Approximately  14,000  bales 
sill  be  offered  at  Auckland,  New  Zealand  June 
15.  The  Cape  markets  were  closed  for  the  sea- 
son.  A  firm  trend  prevailed  on  coarse  wools 
in  Buenos  Aires. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  announced  the  average 
}>ricg  received  by  farmers  for  wool  on  May  15, 
1962  was  46.30  per  grease  pound  compared  to 
45.0?  April  15,  1362  and  42.50  May  15,  1361. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  announced 
that  the  production  of  woolen  and  worsted  fab- 
rics during  the  first  quarter,  January-March, 
1362  amounted  to  75.5  million  finished  linear 
yards.-   This  compared  to  the  October-December, 
1961  production  of  68.3  million  linear  yards.

LESS  THAN  CARLO T  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  carcass  prices 
were  5O0-$1. 50  lower,  major  portion  $1.00  off$ 
cow  beef  strong  to  500  higher,  and  veal  was 
steady  to  $1.00  up.  Spring  lamb  prices  were 
$1.00-2.00  higher  at  most  market  centers,  ex- 
cept Baltimore  where  advances  were  $2.00-4.00. 
Pork  loins  sold  strong  to  $2.00  higher,  however, 
at  Washington  loins  were  $4.00  higher  at  the 
close.  Along  the  Eastern  Seaboard  prices  were 
strong  to  $4.00  up  for  spareribs;  Boston  butts 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  and  fresh  skinned  hams 
steady  to  $2.00  up. 

At  New  York  prices  were  $1.00-2.00  lower 
on  kosher  steer  forequartersj  veal  and  calf 
$1.00  off.  Kosher  dressed  spring  lamb  sold 
$2.00-3.00  higher  than  a  week  ago. 

Steer  beef  supply  was  normal}  other  classes 
moderate.  Trading  was  rather  slow  for  steer 
beef.   Carcasses  and  cuts  moved  slowly  at  New 
York  and  retailer  demand  was  poor  for  arm  chucks 
at  Philadelphia.   Outlet  was  good  for  cow  beef 
and  veal.  Lamb  trade  was  generally  fairly 
active.  However,  at  New  York  the  trade  rather 
slow  on  larnb  and  a  fair  percentage  of  product 
moved  out  as  cuts.  Demand  was  fairly  broad  for 
pork  as  most  accounts  were  aggressive.  Small 
lots  of  steer  beef  went  unsold  at  Washington 
and  New  York,  otherwise  clearances  were  normal 
for  other  classes  of  fresh  meats. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  beef  mostly  500  lower, 
heifer  steady  to  500  lower,  veal  steady,  spring 
lamb  5O0-$1.OO  higher,  pork  loins  8-16#  $2.50- 
3.50  higher,  Boston  butts  4-8#  500  higher, 
spareribs  3#  down  $2.00-2.50  higher. 

Steer  and  heifer  beef  and  fresh  pork  were 
available  in  normal  supply  with  Good  to  average- 
Choice  mainly  featured  in  beef.  Veal  and  spring 
lamb  offerings  were  only  moderate,  35-55#  car- 
casses comprising  bulk  of  lamb  supply. 

In  the  beef  division  it  was  hindquarters, 
loins  and  particularly  rounds  that  were  most 
wanted  items.  Forequarters  and  equivalent  cuts 
were  slow  along  with  carcasses,  arm  and  square- 
cut  chucks  falling  off  as  much  as  $2.00.  Rib 
trade  showed  only  slight  improvement  late  but 
it  was  reduced  forequarter  cutting  that  bol- 
stered prices.  Veal  trade  ruled  moderately 
active  and  prices  again  went  unchanged.  Moder- 
ate demand  prevailed  for  spring  lamb,  upturn 
also  reflecting  sharply  higher  replacements 
late  last  week  and  during  the  current  period. 
Most  cuts  found  adequate  outlets  except  legs 
which  were  on  the  slow  side.  Fair  demand  for 
fresh  pork  sent  all  quoted  cuts  to  higher  levels, 
loins  highest  since  February  9  this  year.

Steer  and 
heifer  beef  sold  steady  to  500  lower,  mostly 
steady  in  San  Francisco,  Standard  and  Good 
grades  steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  Portland  and 
Seattle.   Cow  beef  was  steady  to  $1.00  lower, 
mostly  steady  in  San  Francisco.  Veal  and 
calf  moved  at  steady  levels  except  calf  over 
300/f  sold  $1.00  lower  in  Los  Angeles  and  veal 
weak  to  $3.00  lower  in  the  Northwest.  Spring 
lamb  in  California  firm,  instances  50i  to 
$1.00  higher,  mostly  500  higher  in  Portland 
and  Seattle.

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Trading  was  slow  early  in  the 
week  for  near  normal  supplies  of -steer  and 
heifer  beef  and  prices  generally  pointed 
lower.   The  action  improved  somewhat  late, 
and  part  of  the  early  decline  was  erased. 
Steer  and  heifer  beef  closed  steady  to  500 
lower,  with  Good  grade  steer  beef  showing  the 
full  decline.   Cow  beef  advanced  for  the 
third  straight  week  as  supplies  were  below 
normal  and  demand  was  rather  broad.  Cow 
beef  was  mostly  25-500  higher  except  at 
Denver  where  prices  were  $1.00-1.25  up.

Spring  carcass  lamb  sold  fully 
steady  to  mostly  $1.00  higher  and  old  crop 
carcass  lamb  closed  strong  to  $1.00  higher 
at  Denver.  Clearance  was  complete.

COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  MAT  31,  1962 


Red  meats  totaled  583  million  pounds  on  June  1,  up  4  million  pounds  from  a  month 
earlier.  This  increase  compared  with  a  decline  of  6  million  pounds  during  May  1961 
and  the  average  decline  of  18  million.  These  stocks  were  11  percent  above  those  of 
June  1,  1961,  and  5  percent  above  the  5-year  average.  Declines  in  beef  were  more 
than  offset  by  increases  in  pork  products  and  canned  meat  items.  Stocks  of  cooler 
and  freezer  beef  at  142  million  pounds  declined  21  million  pounds  during  May,  com- 
pared with  a  500  thousand  pound  decline  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average  decline 
of  7  million.  Total  pork  holdings  increased  22  million  pounds  in  contrast  to  a  1 
million  pound  decline  during  May  1961  and  the  average  reduction  of  10  million  pounds. 
Frozen  pork  accounted  for  the  entire  22  million  pound  increase  while  cooler  pork  re- 
mained virtually  unchanged.  Other  meats  totaled  103  million  pounds*  an  increase  of 
4  million  from  May  1.
